THE TREASURY department of the United States 
has sent a letter to the customs officers, advising these 
officers of the fact that a parcel post arrangement has 
been made between the United States and the Com- 
monwealth of Australia, effective August Ist, 1905. 
The terms are similar to those of the convention be- 
tween the United States and Japan. 








One oF the most important moves made in iron 
and steel circles during the last two or three weeks 
was that of the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Steel Workers in calling off their strike at the 
Youngstown arid other Ohio plants. There was never 
a time when the strike really affected the business 
world, but the cessation of employment threw several 
hundred employes out of work. This strike lasted 
for over a year. 








THE FOREIGN commerce of the United States in 
the fiscal year just ended exceeds that of any preced- 
ing year by approximately $200,000,000. Both the 
imports and the exports made new high records. Im- 
ports exceeded imports of the best preceding year, 
1903, by $92,000,000. For the first time in the his- 
tory of our commerce the exports passed the $1,500,- 
009,000 mark. The best previous record was in 1901, 
which was slightly below the mark mentioned. 








Ow JULY 26th all previous records for the year 1905 
were broken by the New York and London pig tin 
markets in the matter of price. In London during 
the afternoon of July 26th, spot tin reached £3 5s and 
nearby deliveries £2 17s 6d. Local importers and 
dealers immediately raised their prices om spot of- 
ferings 65 points, from 32c to 32.65c. 

The cause of the upward movement and the specu- 
lative flurry was the announcement from Rotterdam, 
Holland, that the Dutch government was considering 
the advisability of reducing by 2,100 tons the offer- 


ings at its bi-monthly auction sales of Banca tin 
during 1906. For some time it has been known 
throughout pig tin circles, that the production of this 
commodity on the Island of Banca, which until re- 
cently aggregated 15,000 tons a year, has been dimin- 
ishing rapidly within the last two months as a result 
of the continuous labor troubles with the coolie mine 
operators. For this reason the production has been 
reduced approximately 1,500 tons a year. It is feared 
by some that the reports of labor troubles are merely 
fictitious, and that the mines are giving out. 

On July 27th the prices continued to rise, and 
reached the highest figures recorded since the panic 
of 1888. Spot deliveries for August and September 
brought 33c per pound, New York. At present spot 
tin is very firm at from 32.80c to 33.25¢c. 








THE ALMOST omnipotent power of price pools, the 
colossal strength of business monopolies, numerous 
press injunctions against the folly of 
Price “senseless price slashing” and con- 
Cutting. demnations of the practice heard fre- 
quently at hardware conventions, have 
so prejudiced hardware dealers that cutting of prices 
on staple goods and even on specialties is almost uni- 
versally eschewed. A warfare waged between a trust 
and a strong independent usually results in the suicidal 
destruction of one or the other of the combatants, 
and very often of both. Casualties such as this are of 
a nature to deter any sensible retailer from indulging 
in a price warfare with his local rival or rivals. The 
observant retailer, who has noted the results of price 
struggles, and who realizes that his profit is to be 
derived by keeping prices up, is not keen to lower 
their level. Consequently, the offering of what are 
usually called bargains is in the nature of a rarity. 
Price struggles are apt to smack too strongly of the 
girl trying to save herself from drowning by sitting 
on the head of a possible rescuer. 

There are two sides to every question and the firm 
conviction of retailers that price cutting is inadvisable, 
is apt to be overdone. There are many dealers who 
prefer to take their stoves to pieces at the end of a 
dull winter, crate them, file away the different trim- 
mings and then store them in a garret, rather than 
deduct one dollar from the original selling price. A 
deduction of three dollars on each one of these stoves 
might enable the dealer to sell twenty-five or thirty 
per cent of his stock. By refusing to lower his price 
one jot or one tittle from the original mark, he finds 
it necesary to store these stoves until the beginning 
of the fall buying season, then take them down, reset 
them, reblacken and remount them. This work is 
hardly profitable. 

There is little question but what it is desirable for 
dealers to offer special prices on other than 
staple goods. The arguments usually rest upon the 
question, whether it is desirable to lower the prices 
on staple wares—wares which all dealers handle and 


' which sell at all or almost all seasons of the year. 


Opinion is divided upon this subject, but there are 
probably seventy-five per cent of the dealers who 
refuse to lower prices on nails or wire fencing. 

The argument brings to mind the story of a dealer 
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in a small town. This man operated two different 
stores under two different names. He was the sole 
owner of both of them. None of the inhabitants of 
the town were aware of the fact, however. This 
dealer controlled one store himself, and the other 
through the agency of a well trained lieutenant. Price 
concessions were offered at both stores, bargains ap- 
peared with the utmost regularity in the windows, 
advertisements for each establishment regularly sent 
to the local newspaper, gave the impression of the 
fiercest rivalry between the retailers. This rivalry 
served to stir up interest in both hardware establish- 
ments, and the inhabitants of the town were brought 
to look upon the hardware stores in more than a 
purely technical way. The shrewd old dealer, who 
was at the head of these institutions, believed that the 
differentiation of his two stores under two different 
names, brought trade to each—trade which they 
would never have received were they united. 

A reputation for close prices is to be obtained by 
bargains. The dealer who offers bargains acquires 
the reputation for enterprise, for vitality and for com- 
mercial astuteness. People like to trade at a live 
establishment, and they lose interest in goods which 
are invariably offered at the same price. The dealer 
who is wise enough to await the psychological mo- 
ment and to offer his bargains when they will take 
and when they will prove popular, will draw business 
away from his competitors. It is possible that the 
competitors will strike back, but a price slashing 
struggle undertaken by all parties entirely oblivious to 
the rest of the world and the fact that they are cutting 
their own throats is impossible when brains exercise 
a reasonable influence. Bargain offering is entirely 
different from these struggles, and should not be 
confused with them. 

There is another factor which should always be 
reckoned with in the retailing of hardware. The big- 
gest competitor the retailer has is not his rival, it 
is not the retail catalogue house. It is a monstrous 
specter, ghostlike in form, but actual in accomplish- 
ments. This biggest competitor of all is the instinct 
of all people to hold on to their money as closely as 
possible; to get as much as possible for as little as 
possible. This factor has to be dealt with in the con- 
sideration of every important action taken by retail- 
ers in the conduct of their business. If a dealer can 
persuade people that the opportunity has arrived, 
when it is to their own advantage to buy, he has dealt 
with this specter in an effective way. The dealer 
who makes only three-fourths of the profit originally 
reserved for himself on a stove which he would other- 
wise have to store until the succeeding season, has 
gotten the better of the specter. The dealer who 
bolsters up his summer business by the display of a 
few cheap specialties, is made of the proper material. 

A retailer has to make his shop and its contents 
attractive in some way or ways. If the growth of 
his shop is to be above the average, he has to make 
greater inducements than his competitors. If people 
do not care to buy, if the only inducement is one of 
price, he should make that inducement. He should 
not be frightened away by bogies of price wars which 
are often more imaginary than real. 
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COMMERCIAL organizations in Chicago, St. 
and Cincinnati started a movement at a joint confer- 
ence held in Chicago recently to present 


pi a united front. against the discrimination 
Shippers. by railroads in freight rates for the 


eastern shipers-as against the western. 
The Cincinnati Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association 
filed a petition with President Roosevelt on June 1oth 
last, citing the violations of the Interstate Commerce 
Act by the Southern Railway Co. This petition asked 
the chief executive to order the attorney general of 
the United States to begin proceedings to enjoin some 
of the railroads from discriminating against western 
shippers to southern points. The Cincinnati Associa- 
tion, desiring to gain moral support from St. Louis 
and Chicago, invited the different organizations in 
these two states to meet the Cincinnati committee in 
a joint conference. . 

From Chicago to Knoxville, Tenn., is five hundred 
and sixty miles. The freight rate is $1.11 at the 
present time. From New York to Knoxville it is 
seven hundred and thirty-five miles. The rate is $1. 
The distance from Chicago to Atlanta, Ga., is seven 
hundred and thirty-three miles with a rate of $1.33. 
The distance from New York to Atlanta, Ga., is eight 
hundred and seventy-six miles and the rate is $1.17. 
Rates from eastern points to southern are correspond- 
ingly lower for other cities than rates from western 
points. The text of the petition was as follows: 

Wherefore your petitioner respectfully asks that you 
will instruct the attorney general of the United States to be- 
gin proceedings in the United States court: 

1. To enjoin the Southern Railway Company and the 
Atlantic Coast Line Company from acquiring or attempting 
to acquire further stock of railroad companies in the south- 
ern territory, and from voting the stock which they now 
hold in railroads other than the stock of their own companies, 
and from exercising or attempting. to exercise any control, 
direction, supervision or influence whatever over the acts 
and doing of said other railway companies, and to secure 
such other relief on behalf of the people of the United 
States against said illegal combinations, conspiracies and 
monopolies as the law and equity of the situation demand. 

2. To institute proceedings in equity to dissolve the 
said Southeastern Mississippi Valley association and South- 
eastern Freight association, and to enjoin the companies 
subscribers thereto, and all and each of them, from further 
agreeing, combining, conspiring and acting together to es- 
tablish and maintain rules, regulations and rates for carry- 


’ ing freight upon their several lines of railroad and to secure 


such other relief on behalf of the people of the United 
States against said illegal combinations, conspiracies and 
monopolies as the law and equity of the situation demand. 

3. To enjoin the Southeastern Mississippi Valley asso- 
ciation and the Southeastern Freight association from carry- 
ing into effect the joint agreements entered into between 
them and from continuing to agree, combine, conspire and 
act together to establish, maintain rules, regulations and rates 
for carrying freight upon the several lines of railroads whose 
companies are directly or indirectly parties to said agree- 
ment, and to secure such other relief on behalf of the peo- 
ple of the United States against said illegal contracts, com- 
binations, conspiracies and monoplies as the law and equity 
of the situation demand. 

4. To enjoin the companies parties to the meeting in 
New York city from carrying into effect the agreements en- 
tered into at said meeting and from continuing to agree, 
combine, conspire and to act together to establish and main- 
tain rules, regulations and rates for carrying freight upon 
their several lines of railroad, and to secure such other 
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relief on behalf of the people of the United States against 
said illegal combination, conspiracy and monopoly as the 
law and the equity of the situation demand. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

In my recent tours throughout the country, I have 
almost invariably found it true that the matter of 
window display was done without any real knowledge 
of the subject and without any efforts at making it 
truly profitable. A few dish pans carelessly strewn 
around the window, a grass rake standing in one cor- 
ner, a stove shown so as to conceal the pouch feed 
and a washing machine showing merely the exterior 
are the usual methods of attracting attention. 

The fundamental purpose of a window display is 
to attract attention. The most practical way of at- 
tracting attention is to display something unusual. 
Unusual things may consist of monstrosities, sublime, 
artistic effects, humorous creations or ingenious con- 
traptions. A hardware dealer could attract an im- 
mense crowd by showing the original Franklin stove. 
If he should show the largest saw in the world, the 
light entering his show window wouid undoubtedly 
be minimized. Displays such as these two named are 
confessedly great drawing cards, but are utterly im- 
practical, for the reason that there is only one largest 
saw and mighty few original Franklin stoves. 

There are two other means, however, mentioned 
above. The first of these, the employment of an ex- 
tremely artistic effect, is not the most profitable in 
any place, and especially in less thickly populated dis- 
tricts. Artistic effects are not as a rule appreciated. 
Moreover, at their best they never serve as a cynosure 
for many eyes. 

The construction of ingenious contraptions is more 
feasible, more effective and less expensive. A num- 
ber of this last class have been shown from week to 
week in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. They consist of 
locomotives, log cabins, Santa Claus, bridges, country 
effects and things of a similar nature. Pastoral scenes 
are one of the most popular forms. Window displays 
of this nature, while entailing a vast amount of work, 
are possible for anybody with the necessary amount 
of patience and do not require an experienced student 
in these affairs. 

Touching a person’s sense of humor by a caricature 
of an eminent personage, such as President Roosevelt, 
showing him, for instance, stalking over the top of a 
mountain, with immense strides, protruding tusks, a 
pair of window panes for eyeglasses, an unearthly 
smile, chasing a bear with one of your improved 
rifles—a display such as this would undoubtedly prove 
an immense drawing card, perhaps more valuable than 
all of your advertising done in the local papers for 
six or twelve months back. 

A window showing Buster Brown in the throes of 
one of his most mischievous tricks, and later on show- 


ing the consequent punishment, would tickle the little. 


folks and would even prove magnetic for the oldest 
inhabitant. Davenport’s conception of the trusts, if 
executed only on a blackboard with chalk, using some 
lines of hardware for displaying the monster’s work 
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of destruction, might prove available. Then again, it 
might be well for the dealer, who lives near Chicago, 
to show a picture of the Bird Center habitues. The 
congressman for the home district might be a fit sub- 
ject for the humorist’s thrusts. The proprietor of 
the store himself might be available for caricature. 
If he is a little fat, he might be made a little fatter. 
If he wears Burnsides, they might extend to the floor. 
If he is long and attenuated, he might be shown so 
as not to cast a shadow. 

I suggested this to a hardware dealer on one of 
these trips, and he acknowledged that the scheme was 
most feasible and would surely be effective, but com- 
plained of the slimness of his resources. Neverthe- 
less, wire frames commonly employed in tailoring 
establishments are not costly, and can be obtained in 
any business center. Moreover, they can be used 
from time to time and are practically indestructible. 
A variety of these frames is not necessary, provided 
the exterior effect is changed to meet changed displays. 
It is not necessary to have figures which rival Mrs. 
Jarley’s famous wax creations of London. It is not 
necessary to even make a figure that looks human 
from a distance. A little ingenuity and adaptation to 
the pursuit will find a way to obviate any expensive 
outlay. 

Another dealer told me that in a small town it was 
not necessary to offer window displays. He said there 
was only one dealer, and there was consequently no 
competition. His case, of course, was wrong. In 
the first place there is always the catalogue house to 
be considered, and the competition from that source 
is certainly strong enough to be met by almost every 
merchant in hardware. In the second place, there is 
to be considered the well known fact that while a 
person’s appetite is not aroused by seeing a small 
child crunching and munching a great big banana, 
one may wet his lips at the sight of a juicy, luscious 
peach, even after the most satiating of dinners. It 
is exactly the same way with respect to hardware. 
As I have said before in these columns, people very 
often invest in things of which they are not absolutely 
in need. If shown very attractively, and if presented 
in an inviting form, a person will often purchase some- 
thing which he knows he is not in need of. A per- 
son’s appetite for hardware is not necessarily gauged 
by the size of his stomach, but rather by the size of 
his pocketbook.

“HOW TO DO IT.” 





It is said that nearly all of the mail box manufac- 
turers sell directly to the post master or what is prac- 
tically the same to some agent whom he recommends. 
The first one to cover the route gets all the business 
offered by that route. In this way the hardware deal- 
er, the legitimate seller of rural mail boxes, is elim- 
inated from the competition and only gets such stray 
orders as arrive ever and anon from farmers whose 
boxes have worn out or who are dissatisfied and de- 
sire a better. 

“How To Do It” is the title of a small booklet con- 
taining valuable suggestions as to how the dealer can 
secure the rural mail box trade, and the profit that 
goes with it. If the dealer waits for the trade to come 
this booklet announces that he may sell a dozen out 
of perhaps a hundred, and the peddler or the agent 


will get the balance. If he goes out after the trade, 
any enterprising hardware dealer can sell from four 
to eight dozen. 

The following highly practical method is suggested. 
The hardware dealer is advised to confer with a will- 
ing man, preferably experienced. Some man who is 
popular in the community and in sympathy with the 
inhabitants. An offer of twenty or twenty-five cents 
for each of the one hundred or more boxes to be sold 
usually meets with acceptance on the part of the pros- 
pective agent. The names of all patrons for the new 
route can be obtained from the post master or from 
the editor of the paper. If an agent is hired, the deal- 
er is advised to order the Gem box from the C. A. 
Peck Hdw. & Mfg. Co., of Berlin, Wis., by express. 
The agent is to be impressed with the fact that he is 
to cover the territory immediately and thoroughly. 
This agent will have the advantage over the manufac- 
turer’s agent in that the latter usually asks a higher 
price for no better quality or quantity. With this 
sample box the agent will start upon his journey, not 
attempting to induce the purchasers to pay for the 
box before it is delivered. Moreover, he should not 
expect to deliver these boxes before the carrier is 
appointed, and it becomes absolutely certain that the 
route is to be established. A verbal or perhaps a writ- 
ten order is all that is necessary.

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MATCHLESS WINDOW LOCK. 





Besides their famous Matchless ball-bearing floor 
spring hinges, the Lawson Mfg. Co., 40 Dearborn 
St., Chicago, manufacture the Matchless Automatic 
burglar-proof window ventilating lock. This device 
is made in two parts, both of which are stamped 
from sheet steel. It consists of a slide attached to the 
upper sash of the window and a box containing a 
spring controlled bolt secured to the top of the lower 
sash, as shown in Fig. 4. The slide attached to the 
upper sash has a groove in it and the bolt secured 
to the lower sash slides down in this groove, the mech- 
anism permitting the raising of the 
lower sash 6 inches, or permits 
the lower sash to be raised and 
the upper one lowered a maximum 
of 3 inches each at the same time. 
At the bottom of the slide, attach- 
| ed to the upper sash, is a tongue 
_ stamped from the same sheet from 
_ which the slide is formed. This 
tongue performs the double serv- 
ice of holding the end of the bolt 
away from the wood and prevent- 
ing a person on the outside boring 
through the sash and forcing the 

A bolt out of its position. On the 
Matchless Window ¢1d of the bolt is a button shaped 
Lock. head, which is considerably wider 
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than the groove in the slide. At a point about 
2 inches above the window sash the groove is wid- 
ened sufficiently to admit the entrance of this button. 
This entrance point is purposely placed as high as 
it is so as to permit the operator to use both hands 
in raising the sash that distance, as it frequently 
happens that the lower sash sticks at the sill and re- 
quires considerable force to raise it. Once the bolt 
is permitted to enter this slide at its wider opening 
the window moves upward and downward freely. 
When it is desired to raise the window above the 
6 inches of the lock, the operator simply pulls on 
the inner end of the spring bolt, lifting the bolt out 
of its socket at the opening and permitting the button 
head of the bolt to slide freely over the outside of the 
groove and off the tapering top of the slide. The 
device is made of 16-gauge sheet steel, finished in 
various colors to match prevailing types of wood 
work.

organized, which would be more economical than to have a 
small company, which would reguire all the premiums to main- 
tain the office and other fixed and necessary charges.

GREEN’S STEEL PLATE FURNACE. 

A reputation for producing substantial, well made 
goods at moderate prices is enviable. It is one of the 
manufacturer’s best assets.

steel heater. The body is formed of one sheet of steel 
with a head of the same material. It is closely riveted 
and the combustion chamber is. oval in form; four 
inches larger than its smallest diameter. The fire-pot 
is constructed of steel, lined with heavy sectional cast 
iron linings. These linings are constructed so as to 
form an air space between them and the fire-pot. They 
are perforated around the top and allow the heated air 
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The grates are of the tri-angular, revolving type. All 
three sides are alike. and by alternately turning each 
side to the fire, warping is said to be prevented. Each 
bar works independently of the others. 

The radiator is joined to the bottom by two heavy 
cast collars; the one at the top giving direct draft to 
the smoke, the other at the bottom for indirect draft. 
A combination check damper and clean out is placed 
at the bottom of the radiator and extends through the 
casing.

While the name of Isidore Konti, of New York 
City, is quite famous throughout the country, it is 
perhaps not generally known that Mr. Konti was the 
artist who made the figures upon the Music building 
at the Pan-American Exposition, held in Buffalo in 
1901. Most people are familiar with the two artistic 
and highly praised gilt figures entitled “Atlantic” and 
“Pacific”, which were mounted in front of the Colo- 
nade of the States at the St. Louis Exposition. Still 
as it requires the biggest kind of a sledge hammer to

Answering the request of E. W. Johnson, we sub- 
mit the following method for drawing a square mitre 
or any angle: 

Draw a plan of the moulding in front of the line

G-L. Divide the profile of the moulding into a con- 
venient number of points through the points of di- 
vision, draw lines to intersect the mitre line in points. 
From the points in the mitre line draw perpendicular 
lines to intersect the pattern lines in points. Lines 
traced through the points in the pattern lines will give 
the form of the pattern. 

This is a general solution to obtain a mitre pattern 
for the intersection of mouldings, wher both bases 
rest on the horizontal plane, as a level wall on a build- 
ing. 

HOW TO LOCATE THE PATTERN LINES. 

Draw a line at right angles to the ground line G-L. 
On this line space the distances between the points of 
division marked off on the profile of the moulding. 
Now the girth of the moulding has been laid out on a 
flat surface, on a line which is called the outstretch 
line. Through the points on this line draw parallel 
lines perpendicular to the outstretch line. 


HOW TO PLACE THE MOULDING ON THE PAPER. 

The ground line G-L can be considered as the face 
of wall on which the moulding rests. To show the 
profile on the paper it is necessary to place the mould- 
ing in an upright position, the wall line of the mould- 
ing is either on the ground line G-L or parallel to it. 
Parallel lines are now drawn to meet the mitre lines. 

HOW TO LOCATE THE MITRE LINES. 

The mitre line or intersecting line is always one- 
half the exterior angle or the angle formed by join- 
ing the mouldings. A square mitre is 90 degrees; 
one-half of 90 degrees is 45 degrees. The exterior 
angle of an octagon is 135 degrees. The mitre line is 
67% degrees. In every problem of this class you are 
required to find the length of lines contained in a tri- 
angle. A line drawn square with the ground line is 
one side of the triangle, as line 3-4-K in the diagram. 
The line K-A is another side of the triangle. The line 
3-A is the third side of the triangle. The angle 
A-3-K is an angle of 45 degrees. The pattern is 
found by measuring the distance of each line, from 
line 3-4-K to the mitre line, and spacing off that dis- 
tance on the pattern line numbered similar. The first 
line of the triangle must be understood if it is not 
shown on the drawing. 

SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM. 

G-L is the ground line. Draw the plan of the 
moulding as shown. Divide the moulding into points, 
as I-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9. 

Draw lines through points to intersect the mitre line 
3-A. Draw the outstretch line perpendicular to 
ground line. On this line space off the points shown 
on the moulding, as 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9. Through those 
points draw perpendicular lines as shown. Through 
the points on the mitre line draw perpendicular lines 
to intersect the same numbered lines in the pattern 
sheet. Lines traced through the points give the 
square mitre. O-M is the octagon mitre. Lines 
drawn through the points give the octagon mitre in a 
similar manner to the square mitre. E-F-N is the 
square mitre. B-C-D is the octagon mitre.

A HOME MADE STEEL BOAT. 








E. L. Colby, a dealer in slate, roofing, cornices and 
tin supplies at Rogers Park, Chicago, sends us a brief 
description of the steel boat shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration, built by himself, during the last few 
months. This boat won a handsome silver cup in a 
forty-mile race across Lake Michigan to Michigan 
City a few weeks ago in competition with about a 
dozen wooden hull boats. It is thirty feet long by six 
feet beam. It is made of sixteen gauge galvanized 
steel closely riveted and thoroughly soldered, making 
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it dry and buoyant. Mr. Colby assures us that his 
launch was successful in the test in spite of the fact 
that almost half of the other boats were built by well 
known boat builders with much experience. Mr 
Colby describes the constructive work as follows: 

“I made a small model first after wood. Taking 
measurements from this model I laid off the sheets 
in continuous strips from gunwale to gunwale, punch- 
ing all the holes for riveting one inch apart before 
forming into shape. I used sheets two inches wide 
before they were cut to shape. The ribs were contin- 
uous from gunwale to gunwale and were made of one 
inch by one inch oak, spaced six inches apart and 
steam bent except about four inches of the bow which 
I made of one inch channel iron. The keel is made 
of three inch by four inch oak bolted through the

CUT TREES BY ELECTRICITY. 





Successful experiments have been made in various 
forests of France in cutting trees by means of elec- 
tricity. A platinum wire is heated to a white heat 
by an electric current and used like a saw. In this 
manner the tree is felled much easier and quicker 
than in the old way. No sawdust is produced and the 
slight carbonization caused by the hot wire acts as a 
preservative of the wood.. The new method is said to 
require only one-eighth of the time consumed by the 
old sawing process.—Popular Mechanics. 
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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The iron trade generally continues in a very satis- 
factory manner, increasing in strength and in favor- 
able sentiment. Southern irons in particular have 
gained in all pig iron centers. The great activity 
noted a week ago has subsided somewhat, especially 
in Chicago. But a sound feeling prevails and there 
are no indications of weakness. The consumptive de- 
mand of the West is increasing, especially that from 
the smaller foundries. 

Northern irons are fully one dollar a ton higher in 
price than the Southern brands. This is due to the 
relative.scarcity of the former. Locai coke, foundry 
No. 2, is quoted at $16.50, Chicago, while Southern 
coke, No. 2 foundry, may be had for a trifle less than 
$15.65 on desirable orders. There are said to be 
ample stocks in Southern yards, although there are in- 
dications that these will be greatly reduced by the end 
of the summer. 

Iron bars are in better demand than for some 
months. Prices are holding firmly at 1.55c. In- 
quiries for steel bars are considerably less than last 
week, the usual reaction having set in. Mills are not 
seeking new business, however, all of their strength 
being taxed to keep pace with the specifications. 

Merchant steel mills are so well filled up with orders 
that no new contracts are solicited, and higher prices 
are expected. 

There is a slight improvement in the sheet market. 
Prices are decidedly less ragged and a better demand 
is apparent Orders for sheets on the part of smaller 
jobbers and tinners are coming in very regularly, and 
compel the larger buyers to fill their stocks in spite 
of what they consider unjust prices. 

Merchant pipe is decidedly weak compared with 
most other iron and steel products, but the volume of 
orders is increasing and there is less evidence of price 
cutting. Cast iron pipe is apparently in the same con- 
dition, with present buying slack and good prospects 
for the future. 

Transactions in rails and track supplies amounted 
to almost nil during the week under review. Never- 
theless, it simply happened that no serious demands 
were made known and there is all probability that 
the next week will show a doubled tonnage. The 
market is strong. 

Structural materials and plates are stronger than 
ever. No evidence of weakness has been shown by 
either of these markets for the last two months. 
When pig iron seemed to be faltering, structural ma- 
etrials increased in strength manyfold. The building 
boom in all business centers is evidently not sporadic. 


PIG IRON. 
Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 
After the heavy buying of the past two weeks, the market 
has steadied down, with sales of good size and prices firm. 
The situation is of a thoroughly satisfactory nature There 





is an increasing tendency on the part of buyers to cover for 
their requirements during an extended period, and a like de- 
sire on the part of sellers to hold down deliveries to imme- 
diate or near future. The price on southern iron was ad- 
vanced more energetically than in the north, and there is 
still more of an advancing tendency in that district than else- 
where. Altogether, the market is in better shape now than 
at any time this year. The demand covers all grades, being 
especially strong for Bessemer and Soft Foundry. Estimates 
of buying done in July vary from 300,000 to 400,000 tons for 
the month, and it may be safely said that the totals will foot 
up much nearer the latter than the former. This iron is for 
general foundry and malleable consumption and is apart from 
that going into steel. Consumption continues at a heavy rate 
and reports indicate that order books for finished material 
are well filled. In addition to the large tonnage of rails 
now under contract, pipe makers report unusual business on 
hand and are well fixed for the balance of the year. 

Coke is strong at existing prices, and the demand continues 
excellent. 


Matthew, Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


While the tonnage booked during the week just ended is 
not as large as during the two preceding weeks, business has 
been extremely satisfactory, and although no sales of startling 
size are reported, the orders have been well distributed over 
the many different grades of commercial pig iron. A notable 
feature of the market during the past few days, and a most 
welcome one, is the increasing demand for charcoal iron. A 
number of concerns whose inquiries for this class of material 
have been expected for some time have now come into the 
market, and a number of sales of considerable size are already 
reported. Prices are absolutely firm, and the feeling generally 
is that the first of the year will see higher prices than those 
ruling to-day. Consumers of the ordinary grades of Foundry 
iron are as a whole well covered for the entire third quarter, 
but a large percentage of them still have to buy their require- 
ments for the last three months of the year. The furnacemen 
both in the North and in the South are well taken care of, 
especially on their higher grades of iron, and are naturally 
optimistic. There seems to be an inexplainable absence of 
soft iron and No. 1 and No. 2 Foundry, and the few who are 
unfortunate enough to be uncovered are having a sorry time 
of it to get iron. 

We are receiving daily inquiries for iron to be delivered 
over the last quarter and some few for shipment over the 
entire first half of 1906, but furnacemen are almost unanimous 
in their desire to sell for this year only. Iron is moving in 
enormous quantities from the North and from the South, and 
the service of the railroads under the circumstances is very 
satisfactory. Southern furnaces especially are still feeling the 
shortage of labor, which makes it impossible to load the iron 
onto the cars as rapidly as they would like to. 

The coke market is flourishing, and if anything prices 
are firmer than last week. 

In conclusion we may add that we cannot see how it is 
possible to look into the future through other than rose-colored 
glasses. Reports come from all quarters that foundrymen 
are very busy, and the fact that furnaces are practically taken 
care of through the third quarter and that the majority of 
consumers: will have to buy for the fourth quarter, cannot 
predict anything but good. 


SHEETS. 


John McVoy & Co., Chicago, report as follows: 
There is quite a good buying movement now, and the scar- 
city of sheet bars and the high prices being demanded for 
















same is good evidence that there will be a revival in the sheet 
business. For spot shipment some low prices are being made, 
but it is impossible to contract for future delivery at the pres- 
ent market price. We quote the following prices for ship- 
ment from Chicago in ordinary lots. Large buyers are able to 
shade these figures somewhat. 
Black sheet steel No. 16 gauge, $2.55; No. 18-20 gauge, 
$2.60; 22-24 gauge, $2.65; No. 26 gauge, $2.70; 27 gauge, $2.75;

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


There is almost an absolute unanimity of opinion 
regarding present conditions in the hardware world 
and in the prospects for the future. Jobbers’ rep- 
resentatives, manufacturers and many of the retailers 
are of the opinion that buying this summer will be 
entirely up to the average and that the sales to accrue 
next fall will approach very nearly to the high water 
mark set by 1903. Current demand on summer 
goods is quite heavy in spite of the maturity of the 
season. Garden hose, lawn mowers and such like are 
still moving very satisfactorily. Black and galvan- 
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ized sheets, eaves trough, cornices, conductor pipe and 
other tinner’s materials are getting more than their 
usual share of attention. Fyom sto#c manufacturers 
we learn that these goods are commencing to move 
into the country, especially all grades of oil, gasoline, 
gas heaters and cooking stoves. The demand for 
these last named products is evidently increasing with 
tremendous strides. In regard to coal and wood 
stoves, it seems that the popular rage is for a sub- 
stantial, neat but not ornamental, thoroughly good 
base burner. The demand for this type of heater is 
strong, perhaps stronger than for some time, but high 
prices are a little more undesirable than previously. 
The same sentiment seems to be prevailing with re- 
gard to the steel range. Retailers to a great extent 
are after a substantial range manufactured to cook 
and to last rather than to look well. 

The advance in prices in the linseed oil market, 
causing advances in paints, oil cloths, linoleum and 
similar lines, are creating a run on these specialties. 
The unprecedented advances in the prices of flaxseed, 
from which linseed oil is made, have already compelled 
three big linseed mills to suspend operations in the 
3uffalo district. For some time it has been rumored 
that the American Linseed Co., the largest producer 
of linseed oil, was contemplating the advisability of 
controlling the flaxs¢ed market. Reports are now 
being circulated that the company has succeeded in 
its purpose. From $1.24 per bushel, the normal fig- 
ure, the prevailing price of flaxseed has been advanced 
steadily to over $1.50 per bushel. 

There is every evidence to show that the crop prod- 
ucts will be unusually successful. Favorable reports 
are being heard from all sections of the country and 
decidedly pessimistic returns from none. The re- 
ported prevalence of red and black rust in the wheat 
of the Northwest sections of the country caused a 
mighty flurry in many of the wheat markets of the 
country, but whatever of rust, blight or smut existed 
a week ago, very little exists to-day. The weather 
has been quite up to the average, although too much 
rain is reported from many sections. Winter wheat 
is well harvested in the Northern sections of the coun- 
try and the yield is heavy. Corn carries a most ex- 
cellent promise in Illinois. All indications favor a 
material increase in financial returns to the farmer. 
Bank clearings exceed those of the corresponding 
week last year by twenty-two and one-tenth per cent. 
Failures in the Chicago districts were eighteen as 
against eighteen last week and thirty-two a year ago. 
There were two hundred and fourteen in the United 


States, as against two hundred and twenty last year. 

E. M. Bush of the Bush Hardware Co., Evansville, 
Ind., was completely floored the other day, so the 
story goes, by one of his many country customers. 
A farmer had just disposed of a lot of corn and 
dropped into Mr. Bush’s hardware store to make a 
few purchases. Mr. Bush, anxious to get as much of 
that corn money as possible, said: “Don’t you want 
to buy a bicycle to ride to town on? They’re cheap 
now. Can give you a first-class one for $35.” 

“I’d sooner put my $35 into a cow,” said the farmer. 

“But think,” said Mr. Bush, “how foolish you would 
look riding around town on a cow.” 

“No more foolish, perhaps,” said the farmer, “than 
I would milking a bicycle.”—Indiana Retail Merchant.
